| Flood Control Fund

Sum of $118,559 has been add- 
ed to the flood control and water 
conservation fund for use in the 
Cucamonga district. 

The WPA has just approved a 
project of $118,559 for excava- 
tion of the Cucamonga creek 
channel and construction of pro- 
tective walls. A crew of 133 
workmen will be assigned to the 
project, which will require 10 
months to complete. The men 
will remove debris and rock de- 
posited in the stream bed by the 
March flood and will construct 
rock and wire dikes along the 
banks. Men and machines will 
remove 48,600 cubic yards of 
debris and rock from the chan- 
nel and use most of it to make 
protective embankments. Crews 
will erect 55,712 lineal feet of 
wire fencing njne feet, eight 
inches high and 15,400 feet of 
fencing 72 inches high.
